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Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, the phrase "bringing the ends" (line 3), lacks positive antecedent 

basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-3 as best understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kato et al. (US 6,072,124). 

As applied to claim 1 , Kato et al teach a method for conductively connecting first 
and second electrical conductors consisting of different materials, the method 
comprising the steps of: bringing the ends of the first (W1, Fig. 1) and second 
conductors (W2) into mechanical contact with each other in an overlapping position (S), 
connecting the first and second conductors to each other by welding without feeding of 
additional welding material and mechanically forming the overlapping area to achieve a 
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smooth width transition between the first and second conductors (column 12, lines 28- 
58). 

As applied to claim 2, Kato et al teach further comprising the step of applying an 
insulation such as (53, 55, Fig. 1) over the first and second conductors 

As applied to claim 3, Kato et al teach wherein the first and second conductors 
are connected to each other by ultrasonic welding and preferably using a toot having a 
serrated base such as horn (57, Fig. 1). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 6 and 10-1 1 as best understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Kato et al. 

Regarding claims 6 and 10-11, it would have been an mere matter of design 
choice to choose that the conductor is transformed at one end in a section chosen 
substantially square or rectangular; the first and second conductors have different 
diameters and connecting a resistance conductor for heating cables with a copper 
conductor since these limitations do not, solve any stated problem or are for any 
particular purpose. It appear that the invention would perform well with the transform 
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conductors; first and second conductors have different diameter and heat cables with a 
copper conductors, of Kato et al. 

Claim Objection 

6. Claims 4, 5 and 7-9 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion
